PRIVILEGE OF A MEMBER,

Mr. Murtin offered a remolution set-
ting forth that it appears from the An-
ditor's last report that EI. H. Dils, a
member of this House from Wood
county, is in urrears with the Stale ns
Sheriff of Wood connty to the amount
of §4.801 73, and resolving Lhat n special
cominiltes of five be appointed to in-
quire whether Mr, Dils is not disqual-
itied undar tha Constitution from hold-
ing his seal (the Constitution providing
thuat “*no person who may have collect-
ed or been entrusted with publie mon-
ey, whelher Slale, county, township or
municipal, shall be eligible to the Leg-
islature or to nny otfice of honor, trust
or profit until he shall have duly ne-
counted for and paid over such money
wccording to law.’”)

‘MR, Dis said he had been sheriif
slnce 1859, In 1562 he settled with Au-
ditor Crune, and one of his credits was
for commissions, $1.1000 00, Some 15
months ago Auditor McW horter founnd
an error in his credits of someten or
eleven hundred dollars, About 12
monihs ago hesettled with the Auditor
as he consldered it, An allowance had
been made him by the Legislature on
necount of licenses with whicn he wns
charged with but never received., The
Auditor was dirceted to allow bim such
credits as he was enlitled to. When
bere about.a year ungon, he paid the Aun-
ditor some $2,000 or $2,500. This morn-
ing, in examining, he fonnd he had not
been credited with that money. Althat
time heleft some clnims with the Audi-
tor; and afterwards made n settlement
with the Anditor who was to send Mr.
Dils a stutement, The statement was
sent, saying Mr. Dils was due $1,300.
He hind left clnims with the Auditor to
about that ‘amount, and was to bhave
had credit for them, He knew from the
statement the Audltor had failed togive
him eredit for some §600 or §700 of the
clalms referred to. When he camo here
he pnid the Auditor what he supposed
to be the balnoce due, $1,800. This
morning he understood there was some’
little excitement about this matter, and
weént to the Anditor and wanted to set-
tlo the matter, He had not his papers
here to show what his credits were, He
had obtnined a statement from the
Auditor showing that there is yet a sel-
tlement to make between him and that
office; and so far &8 he owed the Siate
anylhing he was able to pay it. He
thought be had paid the Auditor when
he came here the amuunt due, Il he
was not entitled to his seat he did not
want it, e did not come here of his
own seseking. 1f he was in arrears hoe
was perfectly willing and able lo pay.

Mr, MARTIN expressly disclaimed
offering the resolution oul of any ill-
feeling. Ile bad heard this thing
apoken of for several days and Lthis
morning in examining the Anditor’s
report he found that Mr, Dils, sherifl
of Wood connty, was in arrears us
follows : Tor 1861-2, $1.05L.50; 1863, 31,-
125,23; 1865, $96.84; 1Is66, $1,632.18;
1867, $852.62, It was not himself orany
other pentleman to say whether the
gentlemnn really isin arrears or not;but
this official document shows he is; and
it became the duty of the House to in-
quire whether the fact shown by the
Auditor’s report was truo. It would
look very badly to refuse to go intojthe
investigation.

Mr, Pinnpell presumed the member
from Wood had no objection to the in-
vestigation, HHe hoped it would be’
allowed to tuke Lthat course. The Au-
ditors report was certainly good ground
for the resolution, lle thought jastice
to Mr. Dils required it and he supposed
Mr. D. would desire it.

MR, ScoF1ELD opposed the resolution.
What was the object of it or effect? It
wis to brand with infamy an honorn-
ble, upright man, - That would be the
effect—brand him with dishonesty—Iim-
pugn his integrity., There was not a
more honorable mnan on the =oil of
West Virginia than Henry L, Dils, and
he could draw his check for $20,000 on
any bank in Parkersburg., The speak-
er had some feeling in this matter. He
thought it unkind, unjast and wrong,
to introduce a resolution of this kind
at this time. He moved to indefinitely
postpone.

Mnr, MarTiN thought this or any
other was n proper time to introduce a
resolation where such a state of facts
exiata, He bad not the least desire lo
injure the member from Wood, But
geeing the deficiency In the Auditor's
report lor six different years, he thought
it a proper matter for the consideration
of the Honse. He had not any idea the
gentleman from Wood would take of-
fence at it, but had expected it would
meet his approbation. The Auditor
had told him the statement in the re-
port was correct, and it would be wrong
under such circumstances for the
Hou-e to refuse to make an investign-
tion.

Mr, Drrs said he did not understaud
this thing. This report bad lain on the
members’ desks several weeks and
why was not the resolution offered be-
before? There must be soine object in
view. It would take him a week 10 gel
his papers here, and he did not like to
be thus hurried lnto trial without time
to preparo for it. He never heard of it
till last pight, It was unfair Lo urge
the matter under the cjrcumstances.
Mr. JAcon, of Hampshire, said gh?
uestion thus raised about Mr. Dils
his seat was in effect contesting
for disgualification isone of
ds of contest, The statute
cases prescribed certain
s notice in writing
so many days ahead, statement of. the

round of contest, d&¢. This case must
gagoverned by that law, and thein-
vestigation or trial must proceed, if at
all, in the mode prescribed by it. The
adoption of this resolution would estab-
lish a precedent, that atany time with-
out notice the seat of a member may be
contested. He deprecated seltingsuch
& precedent, and therefore as the action
would be irregular and unpracedented,
trusted the resolution would not be
adopted. Lty ]

Trag remains of John Wilkes Booth
were exhumed at an early hour on
Monday evening from their resling
pluce in the Arsennl grounds at Wash-
ington. Btriet precautions were taken
to prevent publicity. An houar or so
belore dark Mr, Weaver, the Bultimore
nndertaker, proceeded to the Arsenal
grounds to obtain Booth's remains.
With the assistance of a couple of labo-
rora employed in the Arsenal the body
was soon disinterred, and placed in a
handsome black walout coflin, The
remains were in a falr stale of preserva-
tion eonsidering the time they had been
buried. The cofMn was placed In a
wagon in wailing, and taken directly
to the Baltimore depot, where it wus
transferred to the baggage car of the
train leaving at 7:30 . ». Alzerodt’s
remains, taken up at lhe same Lime,
were conveyed in the box in which they
were originally buried, to Plant’s un-
dertaker’s establishment, on Seventh
streot, where thoy were placed in a
handeome coflin, and interred at Glen-
wood Cemelery, north of this city.

States or a depository of public money,
designated under the act of August 6th,
1864, shall not be selected as public
depositories ; and the Secretary of the
Treasury shall require all publie
moneys colleoted in any such city or
town to be deposited by the oflicers
having custody of such money with the
Tressurer or Asgistant Treasurer or
depository in such city or town, under
such regulations as he may from time
to time prescribe, and if any oflicer or
agent of any Association designated as
a depository of public moneys
ghall pay or offer to pay any
money or other valuable consideration
directly or indirectly, for the purpose
of obtaining or retaining deposits of
public money’s, or if uny officer or
agent of the governinent shall receive
